Director Erickson 
estimates the cost at ?1,900 f. o. b. 
Lincoln which is $100 less than the 
current year's budget carries foe 
the specific purpose. Bids will b« 
received at 10 a. m. Jan. 22. 


Specifications of the 
engineer 


call for 4-way intersection sIgnaA- 
complete with 4 embossed plates, 
clips, cap and post mounting; for a 
2-inch standard steel pipe. Signs 
are to be made of not less than 
18-gauge 
mist-proof 
galvanized 
steel not less than 5 Inches high 
with the letters at least 3% Inches 
high and with heavily embossed 
border, all finished with 3 coats of 
approved synthetic enamel in black 
and white. Samples are on hand. 


Under these specifications signs 


may be of slightly cheaper con- 
struction than those purchased 
some seven years ago. The plate 
will be lighter but the letters 
larger with latter embossed. On 
the old signs thsy were etched. 
The sample meeting specifications 
has white letters on a green back- 
ground. The purpose is to supply 
gaps thruout residential sections. 


The city will furnish the steel 


pipe for mounting, about 10 feet 
to the post at a cost not to ex- 
ceed $2 each. The department will 
do the Installing with regular 
force. It Is not the purpose to place 
any of these signs on ornamental 
llghtiing posts along O street. A 
special study is to he given this 
stretch. Special type sign perhaps 
will be chosen. 


The council received for filing; 


the legal department's report hold- 
Ing that, under present charter 
provisions, the city cannot legally 
hook up, under interchange agree- 
ment, with the Loup River Rural 
Public Power district at its pros- 
pective sub-station west of West 
Lincoln.

Federal Curtailment Would 


Mean $3,500,000 Drop in 


Matching Costs. 


Governor Cochran asserted Sun-, 


day Nebraska's highway expendi- 
ures will be reduced about $3,500,- 
000 for the coming year if con- 
gress accepts President Roosevelt's 
•ecommendation to curtail federal 
road aid. 
In his weekly radio address over 


KFAB, the governor asserted: 
"I make this explanation in no 


way as an argument in favor of 
the appi opriatlons for highways 
jccause I realize full well the prob- 
em of financing federal activities 
as a whole and that no matter 
what Item might be eliminated, 
there would be objections from 
some souice. 
"There can never be a unanim- 


ity of opinion as to what items 
of expenditure should be elimi- 
nated." 
The governor added, however, 


•the expendituie of public funds 
foi highways saves money to the 
taxpayeis in decreased operating 
costs of the motor vehicle." He 
said the Nebiaska motorist pays 
less than the average motorist in 
Other states because of a "pay as 
you go" policy which makes it un- 
necessary to pay interest charges 
out of motor vehicle taxes. 


May Have Extra Funds. 


He explained the state will have 
about half a million dollars of 
"matching" funds, which cannot 
be used until reappropriated by 
the legislature if federal aid for 
secondary or "feeder" roads is 
eliminated 
Regardless of what action con- 
gress take*,, Cochian said "there 
will be a very marked curtail- 
ment" in highway building this 
year because of forced delay in 
planning the year's program.

A jury of six 
prominent Nebraskans headed by 
Governor Cochran Sunday found 
adult society guilty of three of five 
counts In an indictment brought 
on behalf of youth ly the Ne- 
braska Christian youth council 
charging 
"ignorance, selfishness 


and indifference to the needs of 
youth." 
Chief Justice Charley A. Goss 


and Justices Bayard H. Paine and 
L. B. Day of the Nebraska su- 
preme court presided at the unique 
trial and rendered judgment on 
the verdict as read to the court by 
Governor Cochran, foreman of the 
jury. 
The jury found society guilty of 
failure to provide opportunity for 
employment, failure to provide for 
constructive use of leisure time 
and failure to provide preparation 
tor marriage and home life thru 
prevention of youth's realization 
of sex adjustment. 
It recommended clemency on 


failure to provide opportunity for 
employment, pointing out "that so- 
ciety is making an honest attempt 
but because of unprecedented con- 
ditions finds the problem impos- 
sible of solution at this time." 
Society was found innocent or 
frustration of opportunity by im- 
position on youth of militaristic 
nationalism, and denial of spiritual 
and religious heritages thru secu- 
larizing of life. 


"Got 
Off Pretty Well." 


"I feel that adult society has 
gotten off pretty well in this pro- 
ceedings " commented Chief Jus- 
tice Goss. "Staca this hearing Sun- 
day is before a court of first in- 
stance, there is nothing to do but 
pronounce judgment on the ver- 
dict, 'ordering that society make 
every effort to amend its failures 
and weakness. If there be any ap- 
peal taken, I hope the full record 
made here will be available and 
that the verdict of this court shall 
be affirmed."

Santa Glaus belatedly dropped 


_ check for $48.45 in the city's 
stocking, thanks to the grace of 
the comptroller of the state of 
New York, the Irving Trust com- 
pany and a New York attorney 
who undertook the ferreting pro- 
cess. The item dates/back to Aug. 
1, 1871, and city officials have no 
Inkling as to its history. 
Some little time ago an attor- 


ney In New York wrote the city's 
legal department to the 
effect 


Lhat he would undertake to collect 
a bit of money belonging to this 
city on a commission basis. An 
exchange of correspondence dis- 
closed the amount but not the his- 
tory. Deputy Attorney Miles said 
that he would recommend a com- 
mission, perhaps $15, being paid 
the New 
York attorney 
since 


without the latter's interest the 
city would have remained in the 
dark. 
In a letter to the Irving Trust 
company, Mr, Miles reminded that 
this city houses the state capitol 
and is a place of some importance. 
His query had to do with why 
the money had rested in New 
York all these years without in- 
formation being forwarded. 
The Irving Trust, it developed, 


turned the account over to the 
New York comptroller as an aban- 
doned fund. The New York legis- 
lature last year amended the law 
relative to abandoned funds. Some 
40.000 such items, the Lincoln 
amount included, were published. 
The amount came into the hands 


of the Irving Trust as a result of 
merger with the American Ex- 
change National in 1926. The rec- 
ord does not disclose nature of the 
fund. Director Berg assumes that 
it rrfay have represented bond in- 
terest or principal payment. The 
only fiscal agency of this city in 
New York in modern time was 
Kountze Brothers, latter having 
failed several years ago.

LIGHT IN COUNTY BUDGET 


The attorney general's 
office 


placed a liberal interpretation on 
:he county budget act "to keep the 
doors of county courthouses open" 
between now and August. 
The 
opinion was written by Assistant 
Attorney General Overcash at the 
request of State Auditor Price. 
Overcash held that, for certain 
limited purposes, counties may 
issue general fund warrants and 
have them registered,' even tho 
the 1937 levy has been expended 
up to 86 percent. The state law, 
passed by the legislature, provides 
that budget estimates shall be 
made by county board in January 
and levies in August. The board 
may issue warrants up to 85 per- 
cent after the levy has been made. 


The' "limited purposes" are pay- 
ment of county officers salaries 
and actual operating expenses of 
county offices, Overcash said. The 
gist of the opinion, he added, was 
that the law shall be construed 
liberally Enough to maintain the 
essentials of county government 
Warrants cannot be issued under 
any circumstances for road build- 
ing or relief. 


C o u n t y 
commissioners and 
supervisors have complained that 
the county budget act is "un- 
workable." The opinion, Overcash 
explained, is a move toward mak- 
ing it workable. 
In the same 


opinion, Overcash held that coun- 
ties cannot set up separate road 
dragging funds for each super- 
visor 
or commissioner district

The 
bringing out of a program the 
people can endorse, and will ap- 
prove at the polls, will mean that 
Mr. Frank will stand near the 
head of the front rank of politi- 
cal leaders. Mr. Prank does not 
appear now as a candidate for 
any position within the gift of 
his party. His position is that of 
a party leader, charting a way out 
of a bad political situation. 


The 
country 
in 
desperation 


turned the administration in power 
out and sought new leadership. It 
got what it hoped was needed. The 
new administration, proposing an 
unusual course for this country, 
leaning far to the left, was given 
almost unanimous support. Even 
partisans who could not go along 
wholeheartedly with the newer 
plans and policies,, remained silent, 
preferring to take a passive atti- 
tude, rather than offer active op- 
position. What happened, what is 
still happening, is shown by the 
records of the government, the

Glenn Frank is called 
to head that group of party lead- 
ers who are to chart the course 
the party will follow, win or lose. 


There is little talk of republi- 


can candidates now for the 1940 
test of political strength. Party 
supporters are watchfully await- 
ing developments. There should be 
little concern over candidates until 
it is known what the program 
committee will offer and the test 
of public opinion is applied. A 
few are talking of Glenn Frank 
as tho standard bearer for the 
coming test. Such talk is prema- 
ture. Mr. Frank must himself be 
tested before any effort to place 
him in the position of candidate 


Lie* and unfair competition, but 
he disagreed with the proposition 
that we can bring about higher 
wages and an improved standard 
of living without increasing pro- 
duction.

MOKE OK LESS PERSONAL. 


A rather frequent contributor to 
the Public Mind raises a question 
as to whether an integrated law- 
yer who Is an "officer of the 
court" Is eligible to membership to 
the legislature, or whether he is 
eligible to any executive position 
In the state government. In other 
words, he asks, "Can a member 
of the judicial department under 
the constitutional provision exer- 
cise powers properly belonging to 
the legislative or executive depart- 
ment?" The constitution provides 
Cor three distinct departments, 
legislative, executive and judicial, 
and says that no person or collec- 
tion of persons being one of these 
departments shall exercise any 
power properly belonging to either 
of the others, except as expressly 
directed or permitted. The corres- 
pondent has failed to find any con- 
stitutional permission for any of- 
ficer of the judicial department to 
act in any other official capacity. 
In other words, he holds that the 
lawyer, being a part of the court 
itself, cannot hold that position 
and also hold another position un- 
der either the legislative or the 
executive departments. It may be 
suspected that a feeling against 
the "integrated lawyer" may be 
responsible for this 
correspon- 
dent's hope to exclude 
lawyers 
from places on the list of unicam- 
eral membership.

The first shipment of helium 


gas abroad is about to take place. 
A German steamer awaits at a 
Houston dock for a load of more 
than 2 million cubic feet of this 
precious gas. This shipment is part 
of an order of almost 18 million 
cubic feet. Most of the gas will 
go to Germany to float a lighter 
than air craft, a sister ship of the 
ill fated Hindenburg.

For years. It has been the ham 
of many persons to criticize the 
pootoffice department as an un 
businesslike Institution, with "defi 
ciU" instead of surpluses, and i 
remained for Postmaster Genera 
Farley to 
meet this situation 
squarely by pointing out that, 1 
his department were permitted t 
charge for the postal matter it i 
carrying free for government of 
ficials and If it did not have to pa 
out money for "national defense 
thru the subsidies to ocean an 
airmail, 
the 
final 
accountin 
would show a surplus instead o 
a deficit. 
Anybody who examines fair! 
the detailed figures, as shown ir 
the annual report, will come to th 
conclusion that, if proper accoun 
ing principles were used and not

be discovered that, strictly speak- 
ing, the newspapers and mag- 
azines which are carried tinder 
second class postage rates actually 
show a profit to the postoffice 
and not a loss. 
The true test of what Is a 
proper charge against a particular 
division of a business is held by 
many experts to be only those 
actual expenses which can be elim- 
inated if the division or operation 
in question is abolished. Applying 
this to the postoffice department, 
it means that if all the second class 
postage matter were suddenly sub- 
tracted 
from the mails, not a 
single economy could be effected 
in the salaries of 
postmasters 
postal carriers, rents of postoffice 
buildings or any of the other ex- 
penses, every 
dollar of which 
would have to be spent just the 
same so as to carry first class let- 
ters to every nook and corner of 
the country. 


Direct Cost is Small. 


The only item that could bo 
saved by eliminating second class 
matter would be the direct cost of 
carrying newspapers 
and mag- 
azines on railroad trains, and it so 
happens that this is a small part 
of the total expense and is more 
than offset by the 524,000,000 of 
revenues taken in from all second 
class mail. 
Almost all the 
larger 
news- 
papers of the United States have 
their own systems of carrier dis- 
tribution and depend on the mails 
onty incidentally, so that anything 
done to the present second class 
system would piobably hurt the 
small county newspapers, which 
have always had a hard time mak- 
ing ends meet against their big 
city competitors. 
Nor should it be forgotten that 
second class mail privileges are 
enjoyed by a vast number of pub- 
lications, labor, religious, scientific 
and by educational and fraternal 
organizations not profit making. 
Magazine puhlishcis pay the 
government anywhere fiom five 
to ten times their 
second class 
mail fees in the form of regular 
postage used for circulation. Some 
of the larger magazine companies 
have found it cheaper to ship by 
express than by mail to distribu- 
tion points across the 
country 
especially for newsstand sales, anc 
thus the government loses some o 
the revenue it used to take in 
when the second claas mail rates 
were lower. 
Should Encourage Mailing. 


The postoffice department in 
truth, since it must have a deliv 
ery system for quick handling o 
first class mail, gets such a sub 
atanttal help out of the revenue 
from second class mail matter tha 
the government ought to be think 
ing of ways and means of encour 
aging a bigger .volume of secon 
class mailings, because this ca 
be carried without mci easing th 
overhead or salaries of the de 
partment or its plant equlpmen 
One way of encouraging secon 
class mailings would be to reduc 
the present rates and stimula 
volume somewhat along the line 
of the "low price" economy theor 
enunciated by the Brookings in- 
stitution and lately championed by 
Assistant Attorney General Jack- 
son In his public addresses. 
As for subsidies, the official re- 
port of the 
postmaster 
general 


I 
shows that, if permitted to charge 
other 
government 
departments 
regular postage rates instead of 
carrying 
all 
the 
propaganda, 


speeches, documents, etc., free, the 
income of the postoffice depart- 
ment would be an additional $36.- 
000,000, or within $8,000.000 of 
wiping out the entire postal deficit. 
Indeed, when the subsidy for air- 
mail and ocean mail contracts— 
deemed necessary by congress for 
national defense—is eliminated and 
proper charges made for carrying 
government mail free, the postof- 
fice department has a surplus of 
about $12,000,000 a year. It is. by 
and large, an efficiently run insti- 
tution for the very good reason 
that 
its 
permanent 
personnel, 
rather than its political appointees, 
administer the department. 
The government hands out a 
rather substantial subsidy to the 
principal competitor of newspapers 
and magazines, the radio. Radio

tatlons and networks pay nothing 
or their leasts of the air, tho »ub- 
easing their facilities every day to 
dvcrtiser» at substantial profits. 
In 1927--before radio networks 
vere established—the total amount 
f money spent for national adver- 
ising in America was about $394,- 
00,000 a year, out of which the 
ewspapers received about $225.- 
00,000 and the magazines rbout 
169 OOO.OOO. The biggest part of 
his total was spent by the pub- 
ishers for printing labor and raw 
materials, hardly any comparable 
amount of which is necessary to 
operate a radio station. 
In the last year, however, for 
which figures are available—the 
total sum spent by national adver- 
tisers spent approximately *390,- 
000,000 in 1936. Out of this, the 
newspapers received only $188.000,- 
OOO and the magazines only $143,- 
000.000, and radio $59,000.000, thus 
leading some observers to conclude 
that the unemployment growing 
out of newspaper 
mergers 
and 
magazine 
publishing discontinu- 
ances may be attributed to no 
small extent to this technological 
displacement of labor, 
directly 
aided by the government's action 
in supplying radio leases free to 
applicants. 
. 
This substantial subsidy—one of 
the biggest that government has 
ever furnished to private profit- 
making interests—is not wholly 
without its reciprocal advantages 
to political administrations, which 
ind that their numerous speeches 
ind propaganda are carried in full 
ext and in greater quantity than 
s possible in the limited space of 
the printed mediums. Similarly, 
the radio, fearful 
of 
losing its 
icenses, presents no criticism of 
ts own on public questions and 
makes rules and regulations that 
favor the incumbent administra- 
tion, especially in the matter of 
simultaneous hookups for so-called 
"non-political" addresses.

Persons showing symptoms sim- 


ilar to those of alcoholic intoxica- 
tion, but due to pathological con- 
ditions such as a fractured skull, 
insulin shock, or cerebral hemor- 
rhage, also have nothing to fear 
from the test, as the urine or blood 
from such a person Is negative to 
such a test. 


A person arrested for such an 


offense may legally refuse to sub- 
mit to such tests, but if he does, 
the fact that he refused may be 
used against him in court. 


A person may be so obviously 


intoxicated that he staggers while 
walking or sways while standing, 
yet if he receives a severe shock 
such as that resulting from an ac- 
cident in which he injures or kills 
someone, he will almost instantly 
become cold sober. He will show 
no observable evidence of intoxl- 
atlon, except the odor of alcohol 
un his breath; but if in a state of 
extreme shock, may be hystoncal. 
Yet if the chemical tests aie made 
on his urine or blood, the true state 
of his body will be unequivocally 
shown. The results of the test will 
be supported by the fact that If 
he is again observed, after the ef- 
fects of the shock have worn off, 
he will then show all the evidence 
of gross intoxication, if not too 
long a time elapses until he re- 
covers from the shock. 
A person submitting to such a 


test has the legal right to demand 
that a portion of the specimen be 
given to anyone he chooses, to be 
tested by that person, providing he 
is financially able to pay for such 
a test perfoimed elsewhere. 
The person who has been shown, 


by the results of such tests, to 
have even 1 milligram or 0.1 of 
alcohol present per cubic centime- 
ter of his blood or urine, yet who 
on casual observation appears to 
be normal, is nevertheless an un- 
safe and dangcious person to have 
behind the wheel of an automobile. 
He is more dangerous^ from the 
point of view of not being as easily 
convicted of such an offense than 
the obviously intoxicated person,

Blood Poisoning Apt 


to Follow Neglect 
of Skin Abrasion 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND, M. D.

RECENTLY I TOLD you about 


the many dangers attached to the 
careless treatment of pimples and 
infections of the face. 
I pointed 


out that self-treatment might be 
the cause of blood poisoning. 
Today I want to tell you more 


about blooa poisoning. Hardly a 
day passes that we do not read in 
the newspapers about somebody 
having it. In most cases the seri- 
ous conditions could have been pre- 
vented. 
Blood poisoning may be caused 


by a splinter in the -finger, an In- 
fected hangnail, or neglect of a 
bruise, cut or abrasion of the skin. 
Of course, not all such conditions 
lead to blood poisoning. But when 
it does occur it takes place so sud- 
denly that nothing can be done to 
prevent more or less progress. This 
is the reason why it is so impor- 
tant tovprevent the trouble. 


Blood Is Sterile 


Normally the blood is sterile. By 


this I mean that it contains no 
micro-organisms or germs of any 
kind. If they do enter the blood 
the body is equipped with facilities 
"to develop antitoxins which neu- 
tralize the poisons produced by the 
germs. 
Unfortunately, if the germs enter 


the blood streams in large numbers, 
or if they are dangerous in type, 
the body is unable immediately to 
destroy them and thus to prevent 
blood poisoning. 
It will be seen 


that if germs ride in the blood 
stream every tissue and organ of 
the body will sooner or later be 
reached by these unfriendly organ- 
isms. 
"Bactcremia" is the 
scientific 


name for that condition in which 
germs are circulating in the blood 
stream. As the infection progresses 
the sufferer hns high fever, chills 
and nausea, and is indeed very sick. 
There is produced what is medical- 
ly known as "septicemia". Delir- 
um, coma, unconsciousness and, in 
rare instances, even death may 
take place within a very short time. 


Prevention Wisest 


Though many lives have been 


saved by transfusion, and by the 
injection of certain chemicals into 
the blood stream, the danger of 
blood poisoning is very great. We 
can best guard against such severe 
illness by malting sure thnt germs 
are kept out of the circulation. Pre- 
vention is by all odds the thing to 
keep in mind. Remember that all 
minor injuries of the skin, regard- 
less of how trivial they may seem, 
require immediate medical atten- 
tion. 
Do not accept a scratch or bruise 


as a matter of no consequence. Ap- 
ply an antiseptic immediately, and 
surely, if there should follow any 
swelling, throbbing or pain, con- 
sult with your doctor. 
This pre- 


caution is especially important for 
elderly persons, undernourished in- 
dividuals and diabetics, all of whom 
are unusually prone to skin infec- 
tion. Such persons have little re- 
sistance-to infection and are espe- 
cially liable to blood poislni.-.g.

$18 per month I don t say it isn t 
But if it is it must not be very 
well divided Because people out 
here are getting just $8 or $10 
or $12 per month The worst of 
it is that they never know how

month 


either Blames the Governor 


Our trouble in Nebraska is 
that here s Mr Gov R L Cochran 
going down to Washington hold 
ing up one hand and waving it 
around to advertise how much 
money in the bank and how few 
taxes N ebraska has 
His other 
hand is out behind him palm up 
asking for more government help 
It seems to me and to lots of 
old people here that if Nebraska 
is so well off it s time we stopped 
asking our worthy old people to 
try to live on $10 or $12 or even 
$18 a month 
The tiouble with 
Colorado s 
overly 
generous pension 
plan 
Bo\\ker said was that it piovided 
payments of $45 per month (while 
the tedei al government will not 
contribute more than $15) and 
also it included payments to peo 
pie only 60 years of age instead 
of 65 and older The federal funds

It hadn t ought to coat us any 
moie to distribute bigger pensions 
so far as administration expenses 
and mailing the checks is con- 
cerned We ve got a plenty big 
enougn welfare department right 
now to handle any pension plan 
without more help It is possible 
that with a little economy here 
and there in administrative work 
or in other governmental costs in 
Nebraska it might not take any

He said he was speaking for 
no organization or group

just been interested in this pen- 
sion thing because so many of my 
old time friends have been forced 
to ask for pensions thru no fault 
of theirs and they re practically 
starving on the pensions they get

Sales Tax Suggested 


If the increase to $30 pensions 


would require a new tax he said 
we figure the state senators ai e 
the people to say what kind of 
a tax it should be Some of the 
merchants here have told me they 
\\ ould not oppose a small sales 
tax if it WPIC levied on imoices 
so customers would not have co 
bother with tokens A small state 
income tax might be better 
I 
don t know Miybe as I say we 
won t need any new tixes if we

1. B. G. Williamson, director 
testing bureau, Minnesota uni- 
versity, made the most careful 
study of this question yet made, 
on a large group of students and 
says, "Men with definite voca- 
tional choices, on the average, get 
no higher grades than do men 
with a recorded choice, whereas 
women with a choice, on the av- 
erage, get lower grades than do 
women with no choice." Dr. Wil- 
liamson urges this does not mean 
a student will automatically get 
better grades by drifting along, 
but, so often his choice is so un- 
fitted to his real abilities that it 
does not help him get better 
grades.
